In August 
exports exceeded imports only $1,833,352, to 
which may be added a net ontgo of gold aud 
silver amounting to $3,470,307, or 4 total on 
all aconunts of scarcely more than $5,000,000. 
This, obviously, will not begin to pay for 
freight and insurance alone ; to say nothing of 
the money sent home by immigrants, expended 
by American tourists, required to pay dividends 
on American securities beld abroad, and all 
the minor items which are invariably against 
the United States. There is one distinetly 
favorable fact that may be mentioned in this 

connection, namely, that the New York market 
is not indebted to London and continental banke 
tor large advances through sales of bills in the 
foreign exchange market, as was the case a 
year ago. This is not due, by any means, to any 
indisposition on the part of America to borrow 
the money, but fareign capitalists have needed 
funds at home, and also felt some relactance 
about advance to this country, partly in view 
of the crop uneertainty which did not promise 
to provide the customary supply of commercial 
bills for settlement, and also to some extent on 
account of unsettled confidence by the ex- 
tensive decline that occurred in American 
securities. In this respect the situation has 
begun to show distinct signs df improvement, 
and with the growth of con there will 
probably be a tendency to i loans of this 
nature. But it is fortunate at the present time 
when the merchandise balance is no help in 
making settlements, that these temporary loans 
have been transferred to banks in the United 
States, as is shown by the last statement of the 
Controller of the Corrency in which the na- 
tional banks alone increased loans and dis- 
counts during the past year by 8379, 600,000 
in the face of liquidation in Wall Street and 
some contraction in other domestic depart- 
ments.

TURKEY’S FINANCIAL 
POSITION. 


GOVERNMENT AND CONCESSION 
HUNTERS. 


Turkey's impecuniosity is, writes Reuter’s 
Constantinople correspondent, the concession 
bunter’s opportunity ; the greater the financial 
embarassments of the Government, the more 
soft and yielding jit. naturally becomes. Not 
for a long’ time has the Treasury heen in such 
sore straits as is at present the case. Not only 
are ita needs and liabilities greater than usual, 
but its prospects of revenue are very much 
worse, owing to the unfortunate economic con- 
ditions prevailing, Furthermore, practically all 
available sources of extraordinary relief are 
already mortgaged. 

At such moments, everybody who is hunting 
for concessions or orders comes forward with 
his schemes and tries to dazzle the Govern- 
ment with growing offers which, it is claimed, 
would bring relief and plenty Ao the depleted 
Treasury Most ofthese projects are too fun- 
tastic to deserve serious considerations ; others, 
sound in themselves, have not proper backing; 
finally, a few are business like proposals, well 
supported, The Government is inclined to lend 
a sympathetic ear to any offer which seems to 
have money behind it, and, unfortunately, be- 
lieves in the practicability of many schemes 
which are quite unsound and unrealigable It 
consequently vews its embarrassments with 
optimism, as it believes that it can always find 
reliet in these expedieuts. This thought is in 
seme measure resporsible for the Porte’s dis- 
inclination to make a serious effort to disen- 
gage itself from the:hopeless muddle in which 
its finances are involved.

The salvage work was carried out under very 
difficult circumstances indeed, owing to the 
rescuing vessel having a heavy list to port. 
The Devish steamer was successtuly brought 
into Tyne and handed over to a tug.

DR. KOCH AND SLEEPING SICKNESS. 


Professor Koch, who has returned from East 
Africa after a long investigation of sleeping 
sickness, has been interviewed by a special 
correspondent of the Berlin “Lokalanzeiger” 
regarding the result of his researches. 

The Professor, who is in the best of health, 
told the interviewer that be had been living 
or the past eighteen months on à desolate 
island belonging to the Sesse group in the 
middle of Lake Victoria Nyasiza, with an army 
medical sergeant as his sole white companion. 
They dwelt in a straw hat, and their only 
means of communication with the world was a 
primeval native boat fashioned out of a tree 
trunk, which conveyed them to the mainland. 
Professor Koch discovered that the insect 
known as the Glossina Palpelis, which conveys 
the germs of the disease, reads not only on 
the banks of the lakes, but also along the 
streams in the interior right up to theiraource. 
Professor Koch’s remedy, says the interviewer, 
consisting of subcutaneous injections of arsenic, 
has proved efficacions, and the chief means of 
fighting the disease lies in constant medical 
ttendarce and in preventing patients from 
going into hitherto uninfected districts. To 
carry this out specially’ trained doctors «re 
necessary, and clearings must be made on rivers 
and lakes free from mo=quitos. 
Professor Koch has ascertained that there is 
a distinot connection between crocodiles and 
sleeping sickness. Wherever crocodiles are 
found the disease may be discovered, but only 
in places near the banks. The blood of croco- 
diles forms the chief nourishment of the glos- 
sina, which sucks the blood between the plates 
of the animal s hide. The extermination of the 
lossina is impossible, but the same end may 
reached by destroying the crocodiles or by 
the removal of the bushes and undergrowth 
where the animals lurk.

It isat this point that Lord Cromer comes 
in with bis severe common-sense. Englishmen 
he says, have the reputation of being very 


free with their advice to foreign countries. 


“Foreigners are apt to think that thereare a 
good many affairs nearer home that might 
profitably occupy our attention,” but notwith- 
standing this we have a ways some time and 


thought to spare for the affairs of our neigh- 


hours. Now, so long as this disposition goes no 
further than the Press no great harm is done 
Englishmen are accustomed to speak their 
minds freely about what is going on abroad, 
and they do not limit their attention to matters 


; with which they may be supposed to ba ve 


some acquaintance. Foreign Governments 


‘| must know this pretty well by this time, 


and they have probably learned not to pay 
moch attention to it. But if this feeling were 
to be extended from newspaper articles or 
vceasional speeches to the actual policy of 
Great Britain, if our Government were to be 
orevented from concluding advantageous 
[reaties because Englishmen do not like the 
domestic policy of the Power with whom the 
Agreement is to be made—and there are 
‘ertain politicians who would willingly push 
their convictions to this extreme—we should 
be applying to politics a rule which we never 
dream of applying to ordinary business. A firm 
does not refuse to make a contract with an- 
other firm because one of the partners is 
believed to have behaved harshly to a son 
who had run into debt, or another is suspect- 


ed of not getting on well with hi- wife. These, 


we feel, are private and domestic matters with 
which traders are not concerned Families 
must settle theirown quarrels, and outsiders 
have neither the knowledge necessary for iu- 
terfering wisely, nor the right to interfere at 
all. In the long run a nation has about 
as good a Government as it is fit for, and 
even if it has not, it is quite certain that 
we should meet with neither success nor gra- 
titude if we tried to give it a better one. 
“The Russians,” as Lord Cromertruly says, 
left to work out their own 
political salvation.” But that they are doing 
this after their own fashion is no reason for 
neglecting our own interests where they come 
in conflict with theirs. The “more conventional 
method of allowing British interests to form 
the basis of diplomatic action abroad, to the 
exclusion as far as possible of all extraneous 
and irrelevant matter,” is still the only method 
which appeals to commonsense, and if we were 


to look at the question from a purely Russian 


point of view, we should arrive at an identical 
conclusion, Would the constitution of the 
Duma be made more democratic, or the action 
of the bureaucracy less harsh, by hostilities 
upon the Indo Russian frontier ? Is it not more 
like that the necessity of sending troops into 
the field and the patriotism evoked by a war 
with a European Power would only put the 
Russian revolution further off! If the op- 
ponents of the Anglo-Russian Convention had 
had their way, no one would have been the 
better for their success except, it may be, the 
contractors for the supply of munitions of war 
in both countried. This is the success which we 
should have attained it we had elected to mind 
other people's business instead of our own,—a 
success which would have been equally dis- 


astrous to ourselves and to those we imagined 


ourselves to be serving.
